SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The comic entitled Spunky Knight has been classified as objectionable. 

The comic contains cartoon images rendered in a style known as Manga Lolikon, and 
involves female characters with child like features. The comic contains seven separate 
stories each of which is used to provide a context within which explicit sexual activity is 
depicted. 

In some stories, female characters engage in sexual activity with mythical creatures. 
The publication is not considered to promote or support, or tend to promote or support, 
bestiality in terms of s3(2) of the Films, Videos and Publications Classification Act 
(FVPC Act) due to the fantastical nature of the stories. 

The publication has been considered under s3(3) of the FVPC Act. The publication 
depicts sexual violence and coercion in association with sexual conduct, and degrades 
females to such a high extent and degree, that the availability of the publication is likely 
to be injurious to the public good. The publication is therefore classified as 
objectionable. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to this 
publication. The classification represents the minimum interference with the freedom 
of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
